OTHER PEACE In response to queries recently received by the AFSC a s king advice 
MOVEMENTS regarding participation in certain peace movements, petitions, 

crusades and appeals, the following statement was approved by the 
AFSC as a possible guide for Friends and friends of the AFSC: 

"Recent years and months have been marked by a growing tendency to exploit 
for propaganda or political purposes some of the more generous and noble instincts 
of mankind. These include attitudes which are central to the deepest spiritual 
convictions of the Religious Society of Friends and like-minded people: moral revul¬ 
sion against war with its indiscriminate slaughter; emphasis upon the sacredness of 
the individual and his right to personal liberty; aspiration for national freedom 
and unity and for international cooperation and world government; and the s h a r i ng 
of material goods with those in need. 

"When such incentives are employed on either side of the 'iron curtain' to 
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intensify the cold war, as for example through widely advertised collections of 
signatures to innocent sounding manifestoes, the individual may be perplexed© 

While he has no desire to thwart any true peace efforts, he often finds it diffi¬ 
cult to assert his ideals without being associated with partisans in a power 
struggle, or with divisive forces in the world* 

"We feel it is better for us to dissociate ourselves from movements which may 
cry 'Peace, Peace, 1 but actually encourage partisanship and widen gulfs of misunder¬ 
standing,, Instead we will persevere through individual and collective.efforts to 
foster any conciliatory movements that can be accepted by all countries and parties 
alike as aiming at human welfare rather than at partisan publicity, at time friend¬ 
ship rather than at camouflaged political advantage 0 

"As Friends we reaffirm our belief that peace will come not by might, nor by 
power, but by the spirit of God©" 

HATE YOUR "ENEMY" ? In a mass meeting in Los Angeles on September 27, launching 

America's Crusade for Freedom, Brig* Gen© Willia m L„ Roberts, 
Commanding Officer at Fort McArthur, called on Americans to begin a campaign of 
hatred against all Communists© 

According to the Los Angeles Daily News © the General is reported to have stated 
"We hated the Germans and the Japanese in the last war© Citizens, you sooner or 
later will detest doubly your next enemy, and the sooner you start hating him, the 
better©" 

General Roberts, it will be recalled, as head of the American military mission 
in South Korea, was reported in a copyrighted dispatch to the New York Herald - 
Tribune of May 29, 1950, to have said, "The Communists will probably engage in 
some limited action, but at this point we rather invite it© It will give us target 
practice©" 

OR LOVE HIM? At one of the AFSC seminars for foreign students held this past 
summer, the question was raised, "But will it work today, with 
Russians, this faith that there is that of God in every man?" 

The girl from Berlin leaned forward, "Let me teU my story," she said quietly« 
father and mother and I are Quakers and we lived in a small suburb of Berlin© 
li/ben the Russians' occupation army began to move in we were frightened© We watched 
the soldiers coming down our street and when one came to the door, father opened it, 
invited him in, and offered him the best seat in the room© The man was plainly sur¬ 
prised! more so when mother brought food 0 talked and tried to treat him as a 

guest. Neighbors began to arrive, seeking tgSHEIiiwd security© More soldiers too© 
All day the crowds surged through the hous^gj® of people© As the day wore 

on, drinking increased, and the soldiers gruw rougher* Looting, raping and murder 
were going on all about us in the village and on our street© 

"No, I was not'raped and I will tell you why© When night came, our family was 
crowded together in one small basement room© I was frightened, so father went to 
the officer in charge of the men in our house and asked him if there was anything 
he could do to protect me© The officer immediately placed a sentry at our door 
with orders to remain all night and to allow no one to enter© When, during the 
night, father offered to relieve him for a rest period, the soldier proudly refused, 
declaring that he had been trusted to protect me and that he would do itl*

Dear Alma and Kirby, 

We have been Intending for more than a month to write 
you and tell you about our life together for the past year, but 
it is so easy to become sidetracked. Nevertheless, here I am 
sitting down at my desk to write you about this last year. 

The last school year, September to June, seems very re¬ 
mote now, because of the intervening summer. Jeanie and I stayed 
in our apartment in Codornices Village, the Interracial housing 
project in Berkeley, and the pattern of living that we had oreated 
the first year was confirmed in the second. We continued our ex¬ 
periments with food, and kept right on spending Just |4 a week 
for food, for the two of us. Our lives fell into a rhythm and we 
were truly very happy. Jeanie continued her school work, getting 
her elementary teaching credential this past year, and my seminary 
work continued —my second year ilt P.S.R. It was a busy year for 
both of us, living as we did a good distance for campus, and 
biking back and forth. 

We continued our work at Thurman's Fellowship Church. 

This year we both' took responsibility in the religious education 
program there, and we helped in the building of a curriculum for 
the church out of nothing at all, and the result in many instances 
was very creative. It is oertainly a joy to be implicated in a 
church as creative as Thurman's'. 

About the middle of the year we joined a CORE picket line 
at the Oakland Sears store - they had been trying to get the store 
to hire without discrimination, and, failing, had a picket line 
two days a week. We took our turn, about 2 or 3 hours a week, 
for three or four months. The picket line failed in the end - 
we could not get enough continued support, and there were too 
many students and not enough people from other areas of life, but 
even though it seemed to have been failure at the time, I amniot 
count it as one of the moat valuable things we did all year long, 
because it put us on our medd mettle in person-to-person ainta 
situations where we had to maintain our pacifist demeanor. 

We Joined with a cell last year that was of lasting value: 
three other couples, the fellows all PSR students (though one 
dropped out of school in the middle of the year), all veterans, 
all now pacifists: all married, and all eight of us very close, 
.This was a good experience too - not all the meetings were crea- 
*tlve, and sometimes we never got to the point, but the fellow¬ 
ship of all of us Quakers or pseudo-Quakers was a good thing, a 
very good thing. None of us have been really sure about what

our relationship should he with the ohurch, even being trained 
as we are parish ministers. Of which more later. 

School has been uniformly stimulating, as always. After 
two years at work I am Just coming to feel that I am beginning to 
sense what the Bible is all about, and I know that even after an¬ 
other year and I will still yearn to go deeper in study. Whether 
that will really mean further work I do not know. 

Last spring we acquired a car, and one that really meets 
our needs. It is an English Austin station wagon, and we already 
have 9,000 miles on it. In spite of its smallness, asA has a lot 
of room Inside, and we have carried 7 people on trips in it, and, 
alternatively, an# enormous amount of luggage. The one danger is 
that, with our increasing possessions, we will lose sight to some 
extent of our dedication to God. It seems as if it is always 
easier to be Christian when one is a hobo than when one is tied 
down! 

We have tried to start otf^family this past year, but so 
fs,r without succoss* Wo havo found of that Joanl© has h©6n hypo* 
thyroidal, and she has been undergoing treatments for this. It 
may be a matter of a year or two, but we hope from month to 
month. . . . 

This past summer we lived with Rev. Elmo Wolfe and his 
family in Modesto, taking over his ohurch while they were on va¬ 
cation for a month, and helping them the rest of the summer; we 
put on a vacation church school, I preached five Sundays, and all 
in all it was a very busy summer. You may know Elmo: I hope so, 
for they are grand people, FOR members and Socialists. The church 
is now two years old, and was set up presumably in a "high-poten¬ 
tial" area. This means that great pressure has been put on the 
churoh leadership for big expansion that they have not been able to 
accomplish, nor indeed would feel right about accomplishing* 'Ihat 
was the first problem we faced. Another is that Just before we 
got there, there was a big stink that the FOR is Communist and 
Elmo is a Socialist (somebody'd got hold of Elizabeth Dillings 
Red Network) and everybody was kind of upset. So it was a full 
summer. I couldn L t have asked for a finer congregation. They 
were open, and warm, and very affectionate. We did lots of call¬ 
ing and lots of personal work. The vacation church school in 
particular was thrilling, because we used as valid group work 
therapy technique as we could with the various age levels, and 
some rather marked changes took place in some of the children 
even in two weeks. 

Yet in spite of it all I am bewildered by It. I find 
I am a better Quaker than I thought I was. The fact that I was 
somebody special Instead of Just a friend, that I was constantly 
giving out with pearls of wisdom instead of engaged in a give- 
and-take search for truth, that I was a professional, that I was 
a kind of economic and spiritual parasite on the community, all 
these things made me very uneasy, and the unease kept increasing 
the more the summer wore on. I don't know where it will all end, 
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but I feel increasingly sure that my ultimate destiny is not in 
the parish ministry. It may be in some form of teaching, but I 
do not know. I do know that the Lord has opened a way to me so 
far, and I know he will from here on out. 

During this summer and fall, too, we have taken on a per¬ 
sonal responsibility. An army friend of mine, a brilliant poet, 
has been on the brink of despair, and we have taken on the task 
not only of counselling but of nurturing him in our home. He was 
on the co -op farm during the summer, near us, the farm where we 
were the summer before, ourselves, and now he is living with us, 
blessing our lives with poetry and challenging us with his very 
deep-seated sexual, religious, and vocational conflicts. It is 
a challenging and humbling task to be a friend. 

There is a kind of general disease dis-ease that I am 
passing through now, and I don't know quite on what to pin it. 

In part it is due to the flagrant way in which I violated my own 
deepest insights this summer, by not having any habitual devotional 
time. In part this was due to our living with a noisy, lively 
family of six, but it is also due to our own sloth. I am paying 
the price now. In part it is also due to the strain of having 
a third party to our two-some. In part it is due to a curious 
feeling that I am in danger of losing the light by which I found 
myself, the world, and Ood. Seminary makes it easy to analyse 
a world-view into atomisation; the addition of furniture and 
household belongings add to the feeling of tled-downness; and it 
is easy to see that that which most visibly represents the pre¬ 
ciousness of life, namely the relationship between Jeanle and me, 
needs constant nurturing if it is to stay fresh. 

Don't be too concerned by this last sawsph-i,, A good 
deal of what it means is that I have the September blues, not sjxii 
quite able to face school work yet, and partly it la that I am 
going through a dry period in my spiritual life. It has done me 
good to get it on paper, anyway. Assuredly with faith and prayer 
we shall see our way to better attitudes. . . 

The world situation has been much in our minds these days. 

I have been classified 4-E (finally), but I do not rest easy in 
it. It may be that one of these days I shall come to the non-re¬ 
gistrant position. Certain it is that if they draft women and 
register everybody for Industry, home guard, etc., I shall be 
among those who refuse. 

You people have been frequently in our thoughts and prayers. 
&od give you strength in your daily round. It is good to know 
that you have given us that impulse forward to the good life 
which you assuredly have. Thank you!

The Imperative of Federal World Government 


Urgently we need world government, and unless there is the creation and 
maintenance of a world government there is little chance that our civilization will 
survive. 

Parable of the Five Angels : Five angels possessed five shiny new automo¬ 
biles. These five angels lived near a highway. They met at the entrance and discus¬ 
sed how to drive the new cars, (The angels are good persons with wings). The first 
one said, "Id like to get out on the highway first for I am a conservative, and I 
know the proper way to drive in this neighborhood, I'm going to keep way over to 
the right." Angel number two said, "Tempementally, I can't stand conservatives. I 
am a radical. I'm going to drive over on the left." Classifying himself as a liber¬ 
al, the third angel said, "These former ideas are extremes and will get one in 
trouble. I'll drive down the center white line," "I drive for shear excitement," 
said angel number four, "I've experimented, arid when I start down the road, I find it 
fun to go as close to other cars as possible. Therefore, I shall zigzag." Indepen¬ 
dent angel number five said, "I've my own way of driving cars. I'm going to drive 
backward." 

Seven guesses what happened — (1) there was profanity, swearing at each 

other; (2) there was bloodshed. 

What is the meaning of this silly illustration? It is simple.,.if you want 
the highway to be passable, the drivers must reach agreement and abide by the agree¬ 
ment. -4; makes little difference #hat they agree upon, whether to drive on the right 
or left, providing there is an agreement . 

In England the cars drive on the left side of the road. It's confusing and 
alarming for an American there for the first time. Kirby's first lesson there when 
he conflicted with the British agreement, caused remonstration with the driver. He 
thought the highway was not so civilised. He didn't know the British had an agree¬ 
ment by which they lived. If you don t agree—nobody can use the highway with safety, 

A 

In spite of the obvious meaning of this simple story, we civilized humans 
have taken two billions of people —55 subdivisions, and labeled each one saying 
this is a nation, and created doctrines and dogmas —dogmas of nationalism. What 
happened? 

I. Self interest —each nation concerned only about itself. 

II. Doctrine of national sovereignty —the right of a nation to do as it 
pleases Each nation to decide its own policy. This doctrine has gained in intens¬ 
ity. Each nation finds it can not tolerate interference by outside sources, and will 
take no orders from anyone outside itself. 

III. Doctrine of national armament . — each subdivision looking out for its 
own interest must have arms to enable them to carry out the decisions, and it has the 
sole right to decide how big an army, navy or conscripted force it must have. In ad¬ 
vancing interest the sovereign power must be enabled to carry on these decisions, 

IV. National patriotism — When each of these subdivisions --or governments 
makes a decision the men must support the cause of the government. When our govern¬ 
ment decides that war is necessary, then we must give our support to it —right or 
wrong, m^ country . I must give support to it or I am wrong. We the patriots must 
provide the soldiers and the funds.

come? What is the significance of the U.N. in relation to this prpblem? In relation 
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i*o the past, the best way is^to say it is like the Continental Congress of the U.S. 
Now what is the Continental ongress* relation and the signing of the Constitution 
got to do with it? It is a loose conference or clearing house for 13 sovereign 
bodies. 


In the middle of the Civil War, what power did Washington have? How could 
he get more soldiers? The Continental Congress didn't have any soldiers. They sent 
letters to the 13 bodies asking for help. If the government of Virginia wanted to 
send help it did. There were 13 deciders. The C.C. needed money. They begged 13 
sepersjte sovereign bodies to send over some money. If the 13 wanted to, they did. 

What was the Continental money value? Its value was so low that the phrase 
"It isn't worth a (damn) Continental" was used extensively to describe something of 
worthless value. One barber wanted his wall papered in his shop,' but found it was 
cheaper to use Continental Money than to buy wall paper, —well, what do you expect 
to have if you have 13 deciders all with individual concern for themselves. The 
group lacked jurisdiction —not only this, but it lacked power. It had no right to 
make decisions, and no way to execute them. 

Today the U.N. is in the same position as the Continental Congress was and 
for the same reason. It is the U.N.'s right to ask the others right —yes or no, the 
U.N. can only act as the nations are willing to agree. If they don't agree, the U.N, 
is paralized,. I’he Leqgue of Nations died from the same decease. It broke down from 
shear paralysis, it was unable to get anything done. The U.N. is far from being the 
ideal, but we should be thankful for it, for it is our only hope. If the United Na¬ 
tions breaks down our third war will soon overwhelm us. 

What is to be done if it is going to operate effectively? Our forefathers 
found no use in thinking in the Continental Congress as long as the states remained 
divided by their sovereign powers. They delegated power to an interstate government, 
but not all power was specifically delegated to the U.3.Government. The state had 
some, the county had some, and the municiple government had some. Each delegated 
power to the one above it. We need to do that now —delegate power to a power higher 
than any one nation, —to a world power. n ow near are we to this goal? Such an 
idea is very remote and far off. It is easy to say there is a need, but what we need 
is a world government that will govern all nations. You can t keep peace without 
being governed. In order to &et this: 

I.. We must change our way of thinking and feeling. We must create an in¬ 
ternational mind and heart —not in terms of boundaries of nations, but in terms of 
God's people across the entire world. We need to establish feeling of compassion for 
all. Just as Patrick n enry had a state heart and mind to be changed to a national 
heart and mind-so must we change from national ones into world heart and mind. 

M§__Y e got bo build up habits of international cooperation and behavi or. 

III. And most difficult ..we've got to build a bridge across the gulf from 
Washi ngton to Moscow . As long as we have the greatest economic system and powerful 
government and military power, we can hot have the bridge. 

IVi If all of these are to be done, it is necessary also to have an inter ¬ 
national agreement to reduce armaments ...the big powers as well as the small. The 
future of the world government hinges on what the nations do about armaments. 

T he way we spend our money, the attitude and thinking in heart and mind, 
and the reduction of armaments will determine our chances for a world government. 
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Government is essential to the preservation of peace. You have to have 
local, sta;fee, national and world government. For a long time sovereignty resided 
in a patriarch, then there were wars among classes, then tribes had chieftans, and 
then came wars inter-tribal in grouping. From that step we had inter-tribal govern¬ 
ment. Then city civilizations arred. Athens, a sovereign city and Sparta once a 
sovereign city came in conflict and the Greek cities were destroyed as a result of 
wars. Then there was the establishment of provinces, then states, then finally na¬ 
tions. A government is essential to keep people living together. These national 
governemtns will have to be bound together by a world government. There are two 
pre-requisites: 

1, economic cooperation 

2, progress toward disarmament. The problem is how to get Soviet 
Russia to gO r along with us, economically,and how to establish an agreement to reduce 
armaments. The hope is in this direction. We must find a big economic proposal 
which if carried out would bring substantial advantages to every nation including 
Russia, If the government of Russia profits greatly from it the chance of getting 
coopdration from Russia would be high. 

Is there such an economic proposal? Universal Marshall Plan is the term 
use. The Marshall Plan at present is a way of cooperation with our allies in im¬ 
proving conditions of life. If we take that idea and make it applicable and have 

money available to peoples on the other side as well -you will have the economic 

proposal that will bring advantages to every country —giving the most help to Soviei 
Russia, 


If we take as much money as we have been spending for armaments, or only 
part of it, and spend it through the United Nations for economic reconstruction, can 
you visualize what could happen? Say that we contributed $15,000,000,000 for recon¬ 
struction for 10 years, that would be 150 billion dollars, then call on the other 
nations to contribute according to their ability. A general pool of 60 member 
rati ons would be behind such a plan. Why should we be willing to do this? What 
could such a plan do in'Russia? 

China is now governed by the communist party, a working alliance between 
them would mean part of the money would be spent on China. T 0 be specific —let’s 
take one project —a project to bring the Yangtze River under complete control, Whal 
would be the eeffect on her relationship with other countries? The U.S. government 
loaned our best engineers —Mr, Savage and his colleagues —to study such a project. 
Re suggested a series of gigantic dams and reservoirs would bring it under control. 
They found a gorge that would make a huge dam possible. Such a dam would have a 
capacity ten times that of the Grand Coulee, and by making a series of dams down the 
river, the Y an gt ze could be brought under control. It is possible and practical to 
do that. If this were carried through, and China arrives at such a day when this 
river is brought under control, these things would happen: 

I. Stop floods , ^loods from the river in China constitute a major hazard. 
Missionaries who have lived on its banks have seen the river within 12 months bear 
high and low water varying 99 feet. When a channel is deluged with floodwater there 
is destruction of crops, starvation —floods bring famine. This could be stopped 
completely by the dam. 

II. A dam could provide electric power . Savage's figures on electric pow¬ 
er sound extravagant. The dams would be of incalcuable value. Electric power would 
be on a scale like no other country has experienced, 

III. Dams could provide cheap fertilizer in a country where cheap fertil¬ 
izer is the difference between life and death. It would be an uncomprehendible 
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blessing* 

IV. Dams would offer cheap transportation over the vast coverage, 

V. Dams could offer vast fisheries producing food for a starving people. 

In a short span of years as a result of control the standard of living for the China 
of that valley could be dooubled. 

Rov; much would that cost? Savages estimates $2,000,000,000. '"'ompare this 
with $10,000,000,000 recently asked by Truman in a matter of fact request for arma¬ 
ments. $2,000,000,000 is the amount already advanced to China militarists for war. 
Once this is thought of you can think of a dozen projects, if you had world wide co¬ 
operation, I'he 450 million Chinese could have the standard of living changed in a 
comparatively short time. If we had great sums of money in the 60 nation pool, it 
would take the tiniest proportion of U.N. money to bring about such a change. This 
sort of project could be done in other lands. Living conditions for people all over 
the world would be effected. Think what could be done in Russia! 

In Russia up-to-date machi es could replace the antiquated ones. It is a 
backward country, (It was foreign capital that allowed us to build up our railroads, 
etc.). If U.N. could give vast sums of money, they could have a more wholesome way 
of living and a better standard of living. 

Why can't we wage peace with sums of money equivalent to sums we spend on 
war? Can you begin to see what would happen in this country if we would do this in¬ 
stead of what we are now engaged in doing? If we would wage peace with a fraction of 
the energy we put in waging war it would bring immeasurable advantages. 

In aiding Russia — - 

(1) Moscow would cooperate with our government and would achieve many ad¬ 
vantages. One thing certain —if it were impossible for Russia to cooperate on this 
then there would be no reason for hope in building a bridge of our gulf. If you 
can't diminish the intensity of the current conflict, you will not diminish the hos¬ 
tility. We need to recognize economic cooperation on a world wide basis for its ad¬ 
vantages to Russia, and what we would gain from prevention of war III. We would have 
the advantages that would be gained from keeping civilization from being destroyed. 

We can't do less than urge our government to make such an offer. Here are some 
reasons why we should push this idea: 

The U.S. in its present trend is simply not going to give up financing 
military preparedness, ^e're going to spend not less than $ 25 , 000 , 000,000 a year. 

You won't get the U.S. people to spend this AND $15,000,000,000 for peace. McMahon 
made a proposal that the U.S. offer to reduce the military expenditures by two-thirds 
for five years, reducing our 15 billion dollars to five billion for five years. This 
would give 50 billion to put into a worldwide cooperative venture. We've got to dim¬ 
inish military expenditures for financial and political reasons. . • you can't do 
both •—-have a race on armaments, putting our trust in military establishment, and 
wage peace at the same time. 

Is there any chance of getting Russia to do that? Our plan offered to 
Russia was the Baruch Plan —which proposal suggested thqt: 

3-,. U.S. want Atomic energy under U.N. control . , a monopoly. 

2. U.S, wants the U.N, Atomic Commission to have right to make period 

inspection. 

3. U.S, wants the commission to call for punishment of violators. 

4. U.S. wants a commission to allocate quota of atomic energy projects for 

peacetime. AH this done under world wide commission. 
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Finally, if and when this proposal is accepted, embodied in the treaty and ratified 
by the government, and the monopoly begins under the commission, in stages the U.S, 
would turn over its raw resources and stock pile of Atomic bombs, how long would 
the stages take? Our government refuses to give an answer. It all depends —if the 
agreement workds well it could be rapid, if not, it would be slow. We aren t willing 
to set a date. Who is going to constitute the monopoly? Who will do the deciding? 

We said a board of 12, one for each of the 11 countries who have seats in the U.N. 
plus the 12th—Canada. -—Remember the clearing of the 12 representatives between 
Russia and the U.S.? How many on our side? —10 On Russia’s side? —2. 

Suppose things had been the reverse. Russia —10 and 2 for the U.S. side, 

? ow acceptable would this be to us? We would be totally unwilling . ,J -hey were equal- 
y unwilling. At this time of the proposal the U.S. had the tv -bomb. If it had gone 
through the U.S. would have had the bomb and no other nation could have started any 
and we'd give up ours only in time , Would we concent to a monopoly control dominated 
by communists? 

They made a proposal —we turned it down. It was simple. They said, before 
we do anything else, let's destroy all the A-bombs. (No one had any but the U.S.), 
then let's set up an Atomic commisiQn not to own but to direct the utilization of the 
enery. The U.S. would own all in the U.S. and Russia would own all atomic resources 
found in her country, Russia's proposal according to us did not provide an adequate 
inspection. —for inspection was important to us. We argued for inspection, but 
ll ussia did not. Then finally Russia said, let's have inspection by U.N. officals 
onspecified dates in specified places. i his was not agreeable so they suggested 
having inspection of U.S. by representative in U.S. and Russia would have inspection 
by Russians. We pointed out that that was not inspection at all. Then Russia prop¬ 
osed to destroy all A-bombs and have reduction of armaments. Russia would reduce hers 
one-third and all nations simoultaneously too would reduce arms by one third. We 
didn't take this idea seriously. We finally said, take our original proposal—oi 1 
leave it. ^hey left it ...and vice versa. 

Instead of getting a reduction of armaments we are getting the reverse. If 
the collapse of these negotiations are final —we are doomed l What would be the 
sense of this -—Put together the two ideas saying: 

(1) we recognize the danger of this collapse and we are willing to spend 
$150,000,000,000 for a world pool |‘or reconstruction, and improvement, 
(2) as a beginning we'll accept Russia s proposal —we'll destroy our bombs 
reduce our armaments by a third, and set up a system of inspection 
all this for the purpose of the idea of survival . 

Suppose that the religious people of the U.S. would pray about this every 
day —that our governement members in U.N. would have the courage, faith in right do¬ 
ing, and prefer to wage methods of peace instead of war -and pray for Stalin and 

Russia, for guidance, faith, wisdom, courage — Who can measure what God might 
be willing to do? I see no chance of survival unless we get power enough from God 
for strengthening the United Nations into early stages of world governement. This 
is our only hope.

Mervin Kennedy, chairman of the Social Action Committee of the Rosemead 
Methodist Church, has just phoned us about a "situation” there which you 
might like to know about before tomorrow night* Hope this reaches you 
before then. 

A Rosemead citizen—let's call him Mr. X—is disturbed about having you in 
their community because you are a‘communist^ Mr. X is not a church member 
or attender but is interested in keeping up the standards of the community. 

Mr. Kennedy has had several phone conversations with him and has also gone 
to his home to talk with him about it. Mr. X told Mr. Kennedy that he would 
come to the meetings this Thursday, after approaching three people (or their 
representatives). Unless all three of these people give you and the AFSC 
a clean bill of health, Mr. X is going to see that you have no more meetings 
in Rosemead after Thursday. These three people are Richard Nixon, Jack Tenny, 
and John Lechner (an exponent of Americanism in the n-th degree—very active 
in opposing the program for Japanese-Americans). 

Mr. Kennedy, and we, feel sure that you will be able to handle the situation 
but thought it might help if you knew about it in advance. The church has 
no intention of pulling out but would like to avoid a "scene" if possible. 

I have sent Mr. Kennedy copies of "Kirby Page's Record of Opposition to 
Communism." Bob Vogel thinks he may make the effort to come to the meetings 
on Thursday if this is in the air.

"Hence I remind you to rekindle the gift of God that Is within 
you through the laying on of my hands; for God did not give us a 
spirit of timidity but a soirit of power and love and self-control. 
^Timothyl:6) These words have come to mean a lot to me — to us. 

If we had said these things two years ago they would not 
have been rooted in the denth of conviction or faith, nor ^ould 
we have comprehended the humility of our helplessness alone. 

I'm writing you tonight for myself but more than that for 
the grouo of us,called by our churches the Fellowshio of Christian 
Reconstruction, who have been living in East Asia for the past two 
years serving as teachers in schools throughout all of Japan. 

Some of the 1 books you so willingly sent me during the summer 
have already gone out into the hands of friends in my groups and 
classes. It is through these friends and people like them that we 
have known the thinking and feelings of students, -working girls, 
business and professional men weary with the transition in every 
ohase of their life but alert to the potentialities found anew in 
themselves and the' land they live in. 

I don't feel I need to go deeply into my own opinions on 
the current oolitical issues because even in our grouo we may 
have varied ooinions. But we have known closely the trends 
toward Americanization that Japan has faced with broad hints 
from some leaders that she should ignore or rewrite her 
constitution to conform with present Asiatic power politics. 

And there is real concern among some as to whether or not 
this democracy they have sought to understand and make their 
own isn't only a "fair weather" thing. Since the Korean Affair 
they have lost freedoms only recently gained from ultra-nationalist 
domination. The plane filled air daily drums into each conscience 
the facts of the position peoole all over the world are traoped 
into playing between the two Bi^ Boys. 

Before we came to Japan we spoke of the oneness of all in 
the universe but our faith has become belief in this familyhood. 
We've come to know that we must endeavor to realize in action 
in an ever-widening scale this highest truth through love. 

In the spirit of power and love and self-control we seek to 
work for more nositive and constructive aims toward World 
reconciliation. 

I'm not expressing it well but there is a good number among 
us that believes it possible to direct American policy and power 
toward that end. We want to carefully and thoughtfully consider 
the possibility of concrete political action in the United States 
that would move our policies in foreign affairs toward the kind 
of creative revolution you speak of in everything you write.

How to Stop Communism 

in the United States 

In order to answer this problem perhaps we can learn signifi*- 
cant values if we look at the situation in the British Isle, because 
they have done the best job of stopping the growth of communism. 

People there have faced economic difficulties one after anpth- 
er I. In such a hl S hl Y industrialized nation communism should have made 
a tremendou 3 gain.. However, in the recent election the British, out 
of 0 I 5 representatives in the House of Commons, did not elect one com* 
munist party mombor. In the preceding one two had been elected. In the 
last election not only did the communis!ts loose their position in the 
House, but forfeited the deposits necessary in entering a candidate. 

It/s amazing that after the British have endured one crisis after an¬ 
other, they still don't have communism. 

What have tho British people learned about stopping communism 9 
Communisim In England is a negligible factor in the total situation. In 
order to soo it moro clearly we havo to realize that the British govern¬ 
ment is a socialist government and It was socialism in England that 
stopped tho growth of communism, What is tho difference between com¬

Lecture B: 

Jesus and Total War 


What wo do about the problem of war will decide our fate of 
society more than any other issue. It will decide what wo do about 
world wido and domestic communism. Our two problems arc: (1) What to 
do about war. (2) What to do about communism. 

Summary of my^conviction : Bocauso I'm a clergy 1 find I can 
only accept the way of Jesus, and in this light look at the problem of 
war and communism. The‘way of °osus is the way of the Cross. All 
these centuries we have known that the heart of the faith is in'^the 
Cross. We display our belief in this in singing and preaching about 
it. There is no way of understanding Christianity apart from the Cross. 
Wo know that God. is love and that the essence of religion is love. 

Jesus summed it up: (1) love God, (2) love neighbors. The very heart 
of religion is love of Rod, love of neighbor, love of everything, 

Jesus not only talked this way but lived this way. When conspiracy 
had confronted him, he had to make up his mind. The men of privilege 
and power, officials of the government, looked upon Jesus as too dang - 
erous to live, and so they plotted His death. He knew of this and 
talked to His disciples on this. The ones faithful to the end would 
receive a crown . He sot His faith stoadfast toward Jerusalem. He was 
arrested and crucified, yet while He was dying, H G gave the most ox- 
haltod and noblest display of His faith as Ho turned to the people who 
wore responsible for Hia death, blessed them and forgave them. Love 

cannot raise any higher than that -to go out for men in wiokedness, 

to men who nailed Christ to a tree and then.,Ho prayed for their 
forgiveness. 

Whatever else we moan by the Way of the Cross, it is a way 
lof LOVE. i.Hen you add to this act or dood His word of understanding, 
you have nothing greater. You know that God is like the love exhibited 
by Christ on the Cross. God is as potent as that--as potent as the way 
of God revealed by Jesus. 

Every Christian is suppose to bo a true disciple of Hi s way 
♦--God’s way. Christ’s way is our way. The right for me to live is 
God's way made known through Christ, and wo can't be satisfied with any 
way lower than that of our Lord. 

In the light of that, look at the world in which wo live. 

There is a major decision to be made now . What is Ki. s Attitude toward 
preparedness for total war? Suppose a Christian living in the U.S. 
believes the Soviets are bad and they have a record of aggressive power. 
This religious person faces that realization, and faces it knowing it 
to be a menace, yet he has to make up his mind. How will ho deal with 
that? He hears people say that military power is the only way, finds 
throe out of four saying that military power is the only way of deal-, 
ing with Soviet Russia. "It is military power that will' safeguard our 
home," they say. He hoars everyone saying the same thing, yet this 
Christian tries to make up his mind. Ho hoars more specific things.

I have received a complimentary copy of "Living 
Joyously," and return my happy thanks for it. . shall 
use it in our own devotional time, and I have already 
run through it enough to know that I shall prize it. 

I find what I think must be an error in the printing. 
On pages 76-79 are four pages quoted from Herman Hagedorn's 
"The Bomb That Fell on America." It is entered in the 
index properly, but the four pages themselves are all 
headed, "The Bomb That Fell on Hiroshima," which is not 
what I suppose you intended. Probably somebody who did 
not know that a bomb ever fell on America thought that 
he saw a chance to prevent an embarrassing blunder. 


Also you have sent me in the last year or two several 
other pamphlets and one book, "The Creative Revolution of 
Jesus." They are all brave and sensible and a terribly 
necessary protest against the shameful war program that is 
controlling the United States. We are having a revolution 
of our own that will outrage all the democratic ideals 
that we boast of, if it is not checked and reversed. 

So I have liked what you have written. But I was 
not able to make much use of it, and felt that I should 
pay for it. And I inclose two dollars to ease my sense 
of debt for them. 


A little more than a w ar ago my hearing suddenly went 
poor.

In 1947, The Schenectady YMCA began work with the Projectj experimenting in its 
boys 1 work program and its summer camp program. In 1948j the Omaha YMCA joined this 
venture.; A third book by Dr.;Ligonj A GREATER GENERATION., was published in 1948 by 
the Macmillan Company.,'New York. In 1949 Park Schoolj IndianapoliSj Indianaj began 
experimental work with the materials and methods of the Projectj and the YMCA’s in 
IndianapoliSj South Bendj and Chicago joined the Project. 

During the year 194e-1949 an anonymous gift was received which in five years 
will total $375,000. This makes possible an annual budged of $100j000. The staff 
has been enlarged and the materials and methods are being improved on the basis of 
reports which are received from the teachers and parents in the participating 
churches and other organizations.

5 . There are occasional Visitors* week Ends, two-tday institutes, held at Union College 
and one of the nearby cooperating churches, showing how the project actually operates, we will 
send information concerning the next one to those requesting it. 

6 . we also conduct summer and regional workshops. Announcements of these workshops 
will be sent to those interested, no churches or schools are admitted to the project unless they 
have had at least two, preferably more, of their staff who have had this workshop training, our 
methods are too complex and difficult to undertake without this minimum experience with them.

changes in social or political or ecclesiastical affairs might be traced to 
the student Christian movement? Would you name certain individuals who have 
come up through the student Christian movement, and, in their chosen "non- 
Christian " fields of adult activity, have wielded profound Christian influence? 

2. What do you consider to be the significant trends in the student Christian 
movement today? 

3 . Where, in your opinion, is the student Christian movement going? What should 
be the engaging and unifying purpose on which all campus Christian groups 
can set their sights? What would be your advice to an individual student 

in regard to his relation to the student Christian movement now, and in his 
post-campus life? In other words, what conclusions and counsel are we, as 
a part of the Christian movement and as individual Christians, to draw 
from the past and how are we going to wield them into the future, God 
through us? 

Please do not be frightened. If it is absolutely impossible for you to 
send a full reply right now, would you try to get off a note? Then, if you 
will send the complete to me later (two or three weeks?I?), our findings 
committee will work it into the final report which will be available for wide 
distribution. We plan to have two reports, one of basic conclusions, and one 
of great detail — very likely including your unabridged letter. 

Your only reward and compensation will be heavenly ~ except our inex¬ 
pressible appreciation and the incalculable effect this report might have in 
the work here in Columbia and elsewhere.

We, who are writing this letter, are deeply concerned about the problem 
of peaceo And we are writing you because we know that others are 
also troubled by the growing threats of war, and, like, us, are searching 
for answers* 

There can be no doubt that the paramount need of the world today is for 
peace. Moreover, no one would seriously question the fact that the 
overwhelming majority of the world* s people do not want war. If somehow 
this desire for peace which is lodged in the hearts of countless 
millions of individuals could be drawn out and articulated - then survival 
and peace could, indeed, be assured* 

We don't have the answer* But we're thinking about the problem and we 
have some suggestions which we are here submitting for your scrutiny 
and judgment* Only by pooling our ideas can a basis be laid for joint 
action* 

First is the idea of the chain letter, of which we have enclosed a 
sample copy of a possible approach* An old "gimmick” to be sure, but 
perhaps an effective one in these times and for this purpose. Let us 
know what you think of the idea of the chain letter, and if in agreement 
with the general idea, what you think of the specific letter. Bear in 
mind that this letter is addressed to the general public in the form of 
a dramatic appeal. We are thinking of the possibility of urging some 
thousands of people to initiate the chain letters by using the telephone 
directory* We haven't even thought of the question of organization.

Dear Dr. Page: 

Your inspiring article in the November 23 
issue of the Advocate advocates the only basis for peace 
and prevention of war with Russia. Peace through friendship 
and cooperation is the idea. 

That is what I have been advocating and praying for ever 
since the war. But apparently the idea does not meet with 
favorable response even from church members. As you say, 
it will take a miricle to get action. If Christians will 
pray they will not change God's attitude, but they will 
make it possible for Him to work through them to influence 
our leaders to take the necessary steps. 

It seems quite evident that if friendship is to be estab¬ 
lished between the two governments, the U. 3. will have to 
take the lead. It is reliably reported that every American 
who has talked with Stalin has been convinced that he really 
wants friendship and cooperation between the two nations, 
and that he believes it possible if the U. S. is willing . 
Senator McMahon says that Stalin has made no less than 5 
such proposals since the war, but the U. S. has branded them 
all "fake peace offensives" and refused to negotiate. 

It appears, as Ray Tucker recently said, that our govern¬ 
ment is afraid to make peace, as it would mean cessation of

military spending, and would bring on a depression . No doubt 
that is what would happen, unless something was done to keep 
the people supplied tilth purchasing power . That, of course, 
is the.purpose of the plan outlined in the enclosed folder. 

But what should our government do? The right, the noble, 
the honorable, the sensible thing to do would be for our 
President to go to Stalin and say something like: 

See here, Joe. If we continue this ,f cold war" it i 3 sure to 
end up with a war of annihilation, in which one or both na¬ 
tions will be destroyed. So we Americans have decided to quit 
fighting and become f riends . From now on we want to be interest¬ 
ed in your welfare, not your destruction. know there is noth!: 
but fear, hatred, distrust and antagonism between u s now, so in 
order to prove our sincerity, we offer to give you a liberal 
share in the oil holdings our companies how have in the Mid¬ 
dle East, and free access to those fields. Now if you want 

to accept this offer of friendship, what will you do to prove 
your sincerity? 


There is no need to doubt that the Russians would respond 
satisfactorily to such an offer. After that all "differences" 
could be settled on a live-and-let-live basis. Both nations 
would quit trying to "dominate the world," and would cooperate 
m efforts to raise the standard of living of all mankind.'

Again this year, the California Regional Youth Leadership 
Training Conference will be held at Monte Toyon, Aptos, California, from 
Tuesday, June 26 to Saturday, July 8. Last year we had a large representa¬ 
tion from the several conferences supporting the training conference. Much 
of the success was due to the high quality of adult leadership we had and we 
are trying again this year to secure the best leadership obtainable. 

Me would like you to be the leader of a discovery group'). During 
the first three or four days of the conference the group should deal with 
basic beliefs about God, Jesus and his way' of life in a more general sense 
and then as the group progresses, to relate the discussion to the theme:

If you feel that you can assume this responsibility, we do want 
you to understand that both your travel expenses to and from R. Y. T. C. as 
well as your room and board will be provided. However, we hope that you will 
be able to assume the cost of your meals enroute. We want you to understand 
too, that you will be expected to attend the Faculty Training Conference on 
April 11 and 12.

Before life gets hectic in Washington following the return of Congress, and before 
the first snow flies, the Wilsons pause t© send you heartiest greetings for a Merry 
Christmas and a Happy New Year. 

Don't consign this fleeting greeting to the ashes until you take out your pencil and 
note that the Wilson tribe day before yesterday moved to the above address. While 
you are changing addresses, our summertime one is Bryn Gweled, Huntingden Valley, 
Pennsylvania (instead of Feasterville), since at last the homestead has rural free 
delivery. That telephone is still Churchville (Bucks County) 613. 

Yes, the Wilsons have moved into a Washington house - an exciting venture for them - 
closer to the Sidwell Friends School where Miriam continues as seventh grade home¬ 
room teacher, and where Kent is in the ninth grade and Lee in the first grade. The 
Wilsons still live a complex dual life — school year in Washington, summer for 
Miriam, Lee and Kent at the finest place to live in the United States among nearly 
forty friendly neighbor families at the Bryn Gweled Homestead, with flying visits 
from Raymond, plus his usually interrupted vacation. 

0 

"What do you like best about kindergarten?" Raymond asked Lee last year soon after he 
started* "Everything but the rest l" was the vigorous and instantaneous reply. Still 
bounding out of bed with seeming almost inexhaustible energy, six-year-old Lee takes 
life with vim and zest* He is particularly happy with a hammer, nails, saw, and some 
boards with which to build, Lee is showing a few signs of growing up* This simmer 
when Miriam commended him qn his behavior during a hurried trip to the hospital when 
it was feared his eye had been seriously injured, he said, "Well, X believe in wait¬ 
ing to see how things turn out." After our return to Washington this fall he said, 

"I like Bryn Gweled much better than Washington, but I T 11 soon get used to it here." 

Kent at thirteen is content to take lj^e much more philosophically, School seems 
more absorbing than before, with algebra, history, French, English, shop and music, 
but science is still his first love — electricity, radio, chemistry, science fiction. 
His passion now is to own a Shopsmith — home woodworking and metal working tool 
extraordinary — while in the meantime he is constructing nine pieces of furniture 
from birch plywood* That is, his father hopes he is i 

Eppie graduated from Central High School in January and is now working in the office 
of the Friends Committee - x n National Legislation, and is planning to enter college 
next September. Her sister Toshi came back this summer from working among the 
refugees in Palestine with the American Friends Service Committee, and is now a nurse 
in the Philadelphia General Hospital* 

Raymond 1 s chief hobby is still raising flowers, although there are real limitations 
in having a garden 180 miles away from the office* The Washington house unfortunate¬ 
ly in that regard won T t be much help because the four huge maple trees cast a deep 
dyed shade over a narrow lot, Robert Pyle of the Conard Pyle Rose Company gave the 
Wilsons a bed of goregeous Peace roses that were a daily joy all summer in the midst 
of a distraught world* And Helene Rea*s gift of eye-catching dahlias livened the 
saddest garden the Wilsons ever had - the weather was unfavorable for tomatoes 
and beans and most of our garden stand-bys.

Life around the Friends Committee on National Legislation certainly doesn't stand 
still. Last December Merton Scott and Raymond streaked around North Carolina for a 
series of meetings. In February fifty-one farmers from nineteen states set a high 
mark in seminars, when they gathered in Washington for ten days, on the question of 
agricultural surpluses and problems facing American agriculture in a hungry world. 

In September, forty Friends met at Quaker House in New York for a four-day seminar on 
the United Nations, the first of seventeen programs this season being arranged by 
Barbara Grant and Marilyn Joslin in cooperation with other groups, 

Other activities that kept Ramond pretty much of a stranger to his family included 
serving as chairman of the National Civil Liberties Clearing House; going to the 
Conference on the Church and War in Detroit in May; attendance at Cape May Friends 
General Conference in May and at five Yearly Meetings in August; and attending Five 
Years Meeting of Friends and the Conference on Friends and the Present Crisis at 
Richmond in October. There were many interviews with Senators, Congressmen and State 
Department officials on the Korean crisis. Now the FCNL is settling into an in¬ 
tensified effort with additional staff during the next six month for universal dis¬ 
armament and against the adoption of UMT and Universal Military Service. 

So life for Lloyd Bailey, Jeanette Hadley and Alice Stout as well as the rest of us 
on the staff won't be filled with leisure I No, not with peace hanging precariously 
in the balance; with perishable agricultural surpluses mounting; with the frozen 
fund earned during the war by men opposed to military service still unappropriated 
for some constructive purpose such as the CASK Book Program; with no U. S. funds 
granted yet this year for the United Nations International Children's Emergency Fund; 
with the world closing in around us so far as civil liberties are concerned and an 
election campaign filled with shameless appeals to fear and prejudice; with talk of 
preventive war by the Secretary of the Navy; with a world governed under law still 
to be realized; with universal disarmament to be achieved; with two-thirds of the* 
human race still disadvantaged so far as food and education and health and living 
standards are concerned. Did you say there was nothing you could do but despair? 

Last year we were cheered by the dozens of our friends who, instead of saying a 
rather.impersonal "Merry Christmassent us some account of their doings, their 
wanderings or their staying at home —— almost like coming for a visit. If you have 
an inclination that way this year, don't quench the noble spirit, but let the ink fly 
in our direction or, better yet, come and see us in Washington or Bryn Gweled# 

May the spirit of peace from the Prince of Peace fill the hungry, frightened souls of 
men so that the song of the angels may resound throughout the world, "Peace on earth, 
good will to men."

I have just finished reading your article and I do agree with what 
you say but I am wondering if the time has not come for further action. I 
believe that we should do all we can to help answer our own prayers. I often 
think of the two little ginls who were going to school and they were afraid they 
were going to be late. One of the girls said, "Lets stop and pray about it." 

The other replied, "No, lets run and pray about it". I do believe in running 
and praying about it. 

Y/hat I am driving at is, Isn’t it time that the United States does something 
to prove that we are not imperialistic? We keep saying that we are not but we 
also keep acting like we are at the same time. Vie Americans often boast of what 
we have been able to do in the way of raising the standard of living here in 
our country but do we have so much to boast about if we have to keep getting 
raw amterials form other countries without paying as mu^ch as the material is 
worth? Many employees of foreign oil companies are paid pittifu!|.ly low wages. 

If such wages were raised and they will not be raised unless thatis demanded by 
the common people of America, such a raise would do more to undermine Communism 
than armies. 

Sometime ago I listened to an Englishman speak. He was very difficult to 
understand and pronounced many words so peculiarly that I had to think twice to 
get his meaning. He kept talking about ca £it' al ism --emphasis on the PIT. 

As I listened to him I thought, "Why, he doesn't mean the same thing at all as 
the average mid*westerner means when he says CAPITALISM." The average man in 
mid-western America means feee-enterprize, the right to own a small home, etc. 
but this Englishman meant monoplies, trusts, cartels and even imperialism. Isn’t 
it time thet Christians get it accross to the common people that there is such a 
difference in the thinking of peoples in various countries and this very difference 
is one reason that we are not stronger in opposing the wrongs of Communism? 

With our armies taking a beating in Korea, Isn’t it time that the common people 
of America demand some real reforms in such things as the policies of ^ our 
industries abroad? I know that your article was written before the present crisis. 
But there was an article in the paper last night which advocates that we just take 
our armies out of Korea and admit defeat. To take our armies out without saying that 
we are able to see that we should do better in affairs of «ra world trade m»±iBrH,is 
to miss the point altogether. 

The common people of America are very unhappy about this whole thing. But so 
many of them don’t know who or what to blame. They have been so busy balming 
communists for all that is wrong that theyfaeed to find out that all is not the 
fault of communists, isn't there something that we can do about this? 

I believe that millions of people are waiting for someone to make vocal some 
of these feelings which masses have already felt but have not been able to express.
